L IBRARY history was made in the 

Florida State University Li- 
brary School November 2-4, when 
sume twenty libraries in seven south- 
eastern states were represented at a 
Library History Seminar, the first of 
its kind in professional history. 


It was sponsored jointly by the 
American Library History Round 
Table of the ALA, and the Library 
School, Library and History Depart- 
ment of Florida State University. 
The Seminar undertook to start these 
libraries on the way to writing the 
history of their services. 

Among the papers presented was 
the keynote address by Dr. Weymouth 
T. Jordan of the FSU History De- 
partment, “On the Writing of His- 


tory.” A cross between a philosophical 
consideration of library history and 
techniques of writing, Dr. Jordan's 
paper stimulated an intense desire 
to begin working in this neglected 
aspect of librarianship immediately. 

One of the features of the confer- 
ence was the compilation of a major 
bibliography of library histories com- 
pleted to date, and the assembling of 
over a hundred and fifty representa- 
tive library histories. In his paper, 
Dr. Earl S. Beck, of the FSU History 
Department, presented “Critiques of 
These Representative Library His- 
tories.” The discriminating critical 
evaluation Dr. Beck revealed several 
library histories of distinction. Among 
those cited was the history of the 
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University of Virginia Library by 
Harry Clemons; the Boston Public 
Library by Newhall; the Chicago 
Public Library by Spencer; and the 
Duke University Library by Breed- 
love. Library history is a valid field 
for historical research, Dr. Beck con- 
cluded. 

A bibliographic paper of major 
proportions dealing with the sources 
of library history was presented by 
Dr. Willard Mischoff, Director of 
the Mississippi State College for 
Women Library and formerly a spe- 
cialist in the U. S. Office of Educa- 
tion. 

Among the specialized papers was 
the one dealing with public library 
history by Dr. Frank Sessa, Director 
of the Miami Public Library, and 
himself a distinguished historian. 

Papers dealing with the histories 
of individual libraries were presented 
by Miss Charlotte Smith, of Stetson 
University; Mrs. Alice McBride Han- 
sen, for Rollins College; Mrs. Bea- 
trice Shaw, for the State Department 
of Education Libraries; Miss Mary 
Throckmorton, for the Birmingham 
Public Library; Mrs. Jean Hoffman, 
for the Alabama Library Association; 
Miss Pearl J. Sneed and Mr. Philip 
Ogilvie, for the Jackson, Misssissippi, 
Public Library; Miss Martha Flour- 
noy, for the Charlotte, North Caro- 
lina, Public Library; Mr. J. D. 
Marshall, for the University of Geor- 
gia Library; Mr. James A. Servies, 
for the College of William and Mary; 
and Mr. Carlton Rochell, for the 
Nashville, Tennessee, Public Library. 

A thoughtful paper on biograpical 
sources for library history by N. Or- 
win Rush, Director of the FSU 


Library, concluded the formal pres- 
entations. 
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Round table discussions were held 
throughout, and periods for history 
examination were provided. Friday 
night the entire Seminar had dinner 
at St. Marks where round table dis- 
cussions continued. Members of the 
Seminar plan to correspond through 
round robin letters on the progress 
of their respective histories. Papers 
and proceedings of the Seminar will 
be published late this year.

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NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK

National Library Week will be 
celebrated April 8-14, 1962. It is the 
responsibility of every local com- 
munity to involve a very active com- 
mittee to promote all libraries in the 
community. The public librarian 
should take the initiative in calling 
all librarians in the community to- 
gether to make plans for the better- 
ment of the local libraries. These 
groups should act as the steering 
committee for every town in Florida. 
Their duties are to select the best 
person in the community to act as 
the citizen’s chairman; to see that all 
the organizations in town, all the 
churches, schools, business men and 
women, and special groups know the 
needs of the libraries both state and 
local; to plan to make some contri- 
bution toward meeting them, and to 
improve the reading habits of the 
public in general. 


“Each local committee should have 
broad objectives and work toward 
them all year. National Library Week 
is not an end in itself but a means 
of helping to attain many objectives. 
To be most effective, it should not 
be regarded as a separate, isolated 
project, merely to be observed, but 
an integral part of all efforts—whether 
those of probessional librarians or 
interested laymen—to strengthen sup- 
port for all libraries, to encourage 
their use, and to heighten the com- 
munity’s sense for the importance of 
reading to our national life.” 


OBJECTIVES 


The state steering committee has 
formulated the following objectives 
to be carried out on a state wide 
basis: 

1. Implement the 1961 legislation 
to give state-aid to public li- 
braries. 

2. Present the library as a state or 
county program thereby elimin- 
ating “localism” as a deterrent 
to library development. 

. Encourage everyone to wake up 
and read, learn more, know more, 
think more, be informed, (Led- 
erers NATION OF SHEEP) 
take part in community affairs 
including government—use read- 
ing as a stimulant not as anes- 
thesia —to stop the intellectual 
bankruptcy in the state. 


. Elaborate on the HAVE YOU 
VISITED YOUR PUBLIC LI- 
BRARY LATELY? theme. 

. Publicise the positive side of 
Florida’s libraries, what they 
have to offer the citizens of the 
state, their accomplishments and 
their plans for the future. 

. Develop standards for public 
libraries in Florida. 

. Improve school library standards. 

. Emphasize what really good li- 
brary service is and what it can 
do for every citizen of any age. 

. Develop an awareness of good 
library service in the business 
world to the economic welfare 
of the city, county, and state.

SOUTHERN PUBLIC LIBRARY WORKSHOP 


The Southern Public Library 
Workshop, held October 19-21 at 
Florida State University, was jointly 
sponsored by the State Library and 
the Library School. Librarians ana- 
lyzed the services and resources of 
their libraries and studied the com- 
munities which they serve under the 
direction of Miss Ruth Warncke, 
assistant professor of Western Re- 
serve Library School. 

In the opening address, Miss 
Warncke discussed the needs of in- 
dividuals and groups within the com- 
munity. 


CONVERSATION GROUP 

Friday morning, the workshop 
opened with a conversation between 
Cecil Beach of Anniston, Alabama; 
Miss Wessie Connell, Cairo, Georgia; 
Mrs. L. F. Doughtie, Ozark, Ala- 
bama; Mrs. Helga Eason, Miami; and 
Carlton Thaxton, Tifton, Georgia. 


STAFF RESPONSIBILITIES 

Following the conversation group, 
Miss Nettie Taylor, Director of Li- 
brary Extension, State of Maryland, 
spoke on the subject, “The Staff In- 
terprets the Library.” She pointed out 
the great need for a library to have 
clearly defined objectives that are 
developed jointly by the librarian, 
the staff and the library board. 


The afternoon session of the work- 
shop was devoted to graphic arts 
for librarians and ways of interpret- 
ing. the library to the community. 


Miss Warncke spoke on “The De- 
velopment of Community Relation- 
ships as a Way of Intepreting the 
Library to the Community,” at the 
final session on Saturday. She pointed 
out ways of relating the library ma- 
terials and programs to various groups 
within the community. 









M RS. JAMES D. BRUTON, Jr., 
of Plant City, and Mr. Benja- 
min S. Roberts, of West Palm Beach, 
have been appointed by Governor 
Bryant to membership on the State 
Library Board, as noted elsewhere in 
this issue of Florida Libraries. They 
succeed Mrs. Joe H. Farrington, of 
Miami, and Mr. Louis Capron, of 
West Palm Beach, who had served 
ably and effectively since 1955 and 
1957, respectively. The new Board, of 
which Mr. Thomas Dreier is the third 
member and chairman, held its first 
meeting in Tallahassee on October 31. 

The rural library development pro- 
gram, supported by the Library 
Services Act funds and administered 
by the State Library Board, is branch- 
ing out into new fields this year. At 
its meeting in June, the Board adopted 
an amendment to the State Plan for 
the Further Extension of Library 
Service to Rural Areas which pro- 
vides for a centralized project to be 
operated by a municipal library under 
contract with the Board. 

It is expected that the processing 
center will be operated in Orlando 
by the Albertson Public Library and 
that it can be in operaton by the first 
of the year. Applications for service 
by the center will be made to the 
Albertson Public Library, but it is 
understood that prority will be given 
to county and regional systems which 
have received, or are receiving, rural 
library development grants. The State 
Library Board will subsidize that 
portion of the operation chargeable 
to rural library service until the cen- 
ter is well established. 
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STATE LIBRARY NEWS

Another amendment to the plan 
provides for the distribution, if funds 
are available, of supplementary book 
grants to the library systems which 
have been, but no longer are, in the 
county program. At its meeting im 
October, the Board authorized such 
grants for the current fiscal year, 

Six counties are participating im 
the county grant program this year, 
They range in size from Dixie, with | 
a total all-rural population of 4,479, 
to Hillsborough, with a total popula- 
tion of 397,788, of which 107,107 is 
rural under the plan. Total rural 
population served is 227,702. 

As indicated, the Hillsborough 
County project, in which the county 
is contracting for library service from 
the Tampa Public Library, will serve 
the largest number of persons. The 
Volusia County system, which will 
serve 125,319 persons, is an interest- 
ing experiment in cooperation in 
which ten municipal libraries and a 
new county library are joining. 

Citrus and Levy Counties are com- 
bining with the City of Ocala to form 
Florida’s fourth regional library. This 
system, under the able direction of 
Miss Helen Clark, formerly director 
of library extension for the state of 
Maryland, will serve a population of 
33,230 persons. The Clay County 
Library, which will function inde- 
pendently, will serve 19,535 persons. 

The only county that was in the 
program last year is Dixie. Dixie is 
in the Suwannee River Regional sys- 
tem, which has been diminished by 
the withdrawal of Taylor County.

PINELLAS COUNTY LIBRARIANS 
HOST ANNUAL FASL WORKSHOP 


The Florida Association of School 
Librarians held their annual Fall 
Workshop October 12-14, in Clear- 
water, at the Jack Tar Harrison Hotel. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Stephens served as 
chairman for the workshop with the 
Pinellas County School Librarians 
serving as hosts. 

The program opened Thursday 
evening with a buffet supper held in 
the Garden Terrace. 

OPENING SESSION 

The first session began Friday 

morning with Mrs. Jo Dewar, Presi- 


dent of F.A.S.L. presiding. Miss Sara 
I. Fenwick, President of the Amer- 
ican Association of School Librarians, 
delivered the opening address, en- 
titled “Dynamic School Librarian- 
ship—Past, Present and Future.” In 
her address Miss Fenwick empha- 
sized the dual role of school librarians 
today. She stated that the school 
librarian must serve as teacher and 
librarian and must provide guidance 
and help to both teachers and stu- 
dents. The librarian should “antici- 
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pate curriculum needs, cut library 
red tape to a minimum, secure spe- 
cial books for gifted children, keep 
abreast of new books, and anticipate 
what books the students and teachers 
will want to supplement educational 
television programs.” Following Miss 
Fenwick’s address, the librarians dis- 
persed into discussion groups. The 
elementary group was led by Mrs. 
Dorothy Heald and Miss Betty Lun- 
non (Dade County); the Junior High 
School group was headed by Miss 
Frances Hatfield (Broward County); 
and the Senior High School group 
was led by Mrs. Letha Garrison (Volu- 
sia County). 


Friday evening a banquet was held 
in the Crystal Ballroom with a spe- 
cial address by Hon. Frederick B. 
Karl, state representative from Volu- 
sia County and chairman of the House 


Education-Public Schools Committee, 


who spoke on “Library Improvement 
program—A Progress Report.” Fran- 
ces Lander Spain, 1961 President of 
the American Library Association, 
brought greetings to the workshop 
from the national association. 

On Saturday morning, the session 
opened with an address, “Trends in 
Curriculum,” by Dr. Sam H. Moorer, 
Director of Instructional Services, 
State Department of Education. 


PANEL DISCUSSION 

Following the speech, the group 
heard a panel discussion with the 
general theme, “Focus on You.” 

The workshop was brought to a 
close with an evaluation and sum- 
mary by Mrs. Sara K. Srygley, Flor- 
ida State University, Tallahassee. 

A unique feature of the conference 
was that four Presidents of Library 
organizations participated: FLA, 
FASL, ALA, and AASL. 





LOCAL INDEXES TO 
FLORIDA MATERIALS

Reference librarians working with 
Florida materials might be placed 
into two general groups—those with 
a locally prepared index at their 
fingertips and those without. The 
former may often rue the day they 
ever began indexing because of the 
work involved; the latter get along 
somehow. 


The “Reference Roundtable” meet- 
ing at the 1957 Florida Library Asso- 
ciation convention was interested in 
the location, scope and availability 
of special indexes to Florida mate- 
rials, Frances Haynes distributed 
questionnaires concerning these in- 
dexes and reported the results in 
FLORIDA LIBRARIES, December, 
1957. Early in 1961 this writer pro- 
posed a comprehensive survey to 
discover once again exactly where 
local indexing activities stood through- 
out the state., This proposal was 
supported by a conviction that such 
indexing is a definite responsibility of 
reference librarians, not only as a 
time-saver, but as a means of serving 
patrons effectively in this area of 
reference work. Coincidentally, the 
“Reference Roundtable” at the 1961 
FLA convention, through a panel 
discussion program on reference serv- 
ices in the next decade, revived in- 
terest in indexing. 


The survey considered here con- 
sisted of responses from public, col- 
lege and university libraries with 
holdings of 20,000 or more volumes, 
plus three special collections of 
Florida materials. The questionnaire 
which was distributed concerned 
availability of local indexes to Flor- 
ida materials and practices used in 
developing indexes to Florida peri- 
odicals. A record of library holdings 
and availability of periodicals by loan 
or photocopy was thought to be of 
value since indexing of periodicals 
was to receive emphasis. Therefore, 
the twenty-five participating libraries 
were asked to check their holdings 
of ninety-one selected titles. These 
titles were periodicals published in 
Florida, on subjects related to Flor- 
ida, at regular intervals of not less 
than three months. The checklist was 
intended to be restricted to those 
types of periodicals most often found 
in Florida libraries and to those hav- 
ing potentials for reference service. 
Omitted were short runs of less than 
five years, mimeographed publica- 
tions and others of a single sheet, 
and types of periodicals represented 
by trade, labor, religious, fraternal, 
student, school and university de- 
partment and faculty publications. 
Library holdings were compiled into 


a union list, which, along with a

Library, the writer participated in indexing local newspapers and Florida 
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list of Florida periodicals in local 
indexes, has been distributed by the 
Florida State University Library 
School to participants. 

Eleven libraries have locally pre- 
pared indexes to one or more forms 
of Florida materials—University of 
Florida Library, P. K. Yonge Library 
of Florida History, Jacksonville Free 
Public Library, Leon County Public 
Library, Sampson Library at Stetson 
University, Tampa Public Library, 
Florida State University Library, 
Florida State Library, Miami Public 
Library, St. Petersburg Public Li- 
brary and Mills Memorial Library at 
Rollins College. Indexes in the ma- 
jority of these libraries are available 
for use by the public. In addition, all 
libraries except Jacksonville Public 
Library are able to answer written 
requests from both individuals and 
libraries involving use of their local 
indexes. 

There are many variations in the 
materials indexed and the amount 
of indexing which has been com- 
pleted. Most libraries include more 
than one type of material; period- 
icals have been indexed mast fre- 
quently. Materials indexed, although 
not all currently, are: periodicals in- 
dexed in ten libraries, newspapers 
in seven, selected books in six, state 
documents in four, maps in one li- 
brary, photographs and prints in one, 
local historical records in one and 
selected pamphlets in one. 

At the University of Florida only 
the student newspaper is indexed. 
The P. K. Yonge Library is beginning 
an index to the ALL FLORIDA 
MAGAZINE newspaper supplement. 
In addition, references to old news- 
papers, periodicals and books from 
the research notes of Mr. Julien C. 
Yonge are being placed on cards. 
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The Jacksonville Public Library 
currently indexes newspapers; titles 
of periodicals formerly indexed are 
unavailable. Much of the indexing at 
the Leon County Library has been 
of periodicals which have ceased pub- 
lication, although two titles are cur- 
rently indexed. Two periodical titles 
are also currently indexed at the 
Stetson University and Tampa Public 
libraries. Stetson includes pamphlets 
and Tampa Public Library includes 
newspapers. At Florida State Univer- 
sity indexing of periodicals has been 
discontinued except for four titles in 
the Documents Division. The local 
newspaper is indexed and periodicals 
are scanned for ready reference en- 
tries. The State Library consistently 
indexes at least six periodicals for 
biographical material and includes 
selected books. This results in an 
extensive biographical index to Flo- 
ridians. 

Indexes in three libraries have 
characteristics which merit emphasis. 
Miami Public Library currently in- 
dexes only documents although three 
periodicals were indexed for short 
periods, The staff of the Florida Col- 
lection catalogs federal documents 
(when concerned solely with Florida), 
state, county and local documents. A 
subject card file of these documents 
is separate from the public catalog 
and separate from other indexes of 
Florida materials. 


The St.Petersburg Public Library 
indexes Florida periodicals currently 
received, newspapers and state docu- 
ments. “It is the single library which 
partially indexes (that is, selects ar- 
ticles based upon subject matter) 
nearly every Florida periodical re- 
ceived and kept in back files. Fifty-

ACQUISITIONS 

A 96-volume history, The United States 
During World War II, has been presented 
to the Strozier Library at Florida State 
University by the Army-ROTC.

Miss Ada Corbeau, who is cur- 
rently microfilming in Surinam, will go to 
Martinique to film selected materials in 
the Archives and the Bibliotheque Scoel- 
cher (Territorial Library). 
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Mrs. Olive Cross and two Moslem students attending Florida State look over the 400 
year old handwritten Koran from Syria recently presented to the FSU Library. 


A 400-year-old handwritten Koran from 
Syria was presented to the Strozier Library 


at Florida State University on Sunday, 
Oct. 22, by Mrs. Olive H. Cross, assistant 
professor of English. Among those espe- 
cially invited. to the presentation in the 
Library Lecture Hall were the 13 Moslem 
students on campus. 


Mrs. Cross recently returned from two 
years teaching as a Fulbright professor at 
the University of Damascus under sponsor- 
ship of the State Department and while in 
Damascus she bought the Koran from a 
dealer named George Obeid, who turned 
it over to her with the understanding cer- 
tain conditions will be met in handling it. 


The Moslem religion requires, she said, 
that the hands be washed before it is 
touched, and therefore a handwashing will 
always precede its handling. The book will 
have a permanent place in the special 
collection of the Library and a hand-carved 
Koran stand has been provided for it by 
Mrs. John Ausley. 

According to the inscription in the front 
of the Koran its writing was begun in 
1548. The laborious process of forming the 
illuminated characters of the classic Arabic 
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was not completed until 1860, according 
te the same inscription. 

Dr. Margaret Knox, Reference and Bibli- 
ography Department Head, University of 
Florida Libraries, is in France for two 
months this fall under the auspices of a 
Rockefeller grant, to search archival ma- 
terial in that country for documents per- 
taining to the history of Haiti, particularly 
the period 1790 to 1804. Some documents 
will be selected as related to the Haitian 
materials already at the University of 
Florida, particularly the Rochambeau and 
Jeremie collections. Negotiations will be 
entered into with the French archivists for 
permission to microfilm selected documents 
for additions to the University of Florida 
Libraries. 

REGIONAL WORKSHOPS 

More than 378 Florida Librarians, Board 
members and Friends attended 5 regional 
meetings to hear Mrs. Gretchen Schenck 
and td discuss the needs of libraries if 
Florida. Mrs. Schenck’s remarks were 
thought provoking and in all of the meet 
ings generated much discussion and many 
questions. 

The workshops were unique in that 
there was really some work done by the

participants. Those in attendance were 
given materials to read, study and discuss 
on Library-Board relationships and self- 
evaluation sheets which covered such 
thought provoking areas as “How Good is 
our Library,” “How Good Am I as a 
Library Trustee” and “What are the needs 
of Florida’s Libraries.” A limited number 
of copies of the readings and questions 
used in the workshops are available from 
the State Library. 

Mrs. Schenck also spoke at each meet- 
ing discussing the “Care and Nurture of 
the Librarian.” This was basic information 
ranging over types of employment prob- 
lems; interviewing, how to gently prod 
the Librarian into action, and how and 
when to terminate from service. 


A complete resume of each meeting will 
be found in the State Library Newsletter 
for November, but an acknowledgement 
should be made of the tremendous amount 
of work put into these meetings by Verna 
Nistendirk, who attended all of the plan- 
ning meetings, met with the local com- 
mittee on arrangements and was on hand 
at each meeting to help make sure that 
all ran smoothly. 


The number of people who came to the 
meetings was pleasing to the sponsors, 
the Florida State Library and the Public 
Libraries and Trustees sections of F.L.A. 
Mrs. Schenck commented that the attend- 
ance at these meetings was the largest 
she had seen at a Trustee workshop in all 
of the dozens which she has attended. 


The Library-folk of Florida are greatly 
indebted to the State Library for bringing 
Mrs. Schenck to Florida. Participants ‘at 
each of the meetings was as follows: Tal- 
lahassee—34, Jacksonville—76, Hollywood— 
87, Orlando—86 and Plant City—95. In a 
questionnaire ballot to determine the type 
of regional meeting to be held next year, 
127 persons voted in favor of another 
meeting of this type. 


BUILDINGS 

The newly completed Eastside Branch 
of the Jacksonville Public Library system 
is constructed of brick and concrete in an 
unusual design known as a _ segmented 
circle. The reading room is basically cir- 
cular with the lobby, work space and 
check-out area at one end. A special fea- 
ture of the reading room is the sky-light 
with round lighting fixtures and an outside 
dome of re-inforced concrete. The building 
designed by Gordon and Drake and erected 
by Tharp Construction Company has a 
book capacity of 7,000 volumes and is 
fully air-conditioned with forced warm air 
heating. Furniture and equipment are by 
Atrium, Inc. and Remington Rand. The 
total cost of the branch, located at 1390 
Harrison St., including site, furniture and 
equipment was $61,907.47. 

Dedication ceremonies were held No- 
vember 12, 1961 for the Fort Myers Beach 
Free Public Library. The new building is 
a direct result of six years of concerted 
effort upon the part of the Woman’s Club 
and interested citizens of Fort Myers Beach. 
It has grown from a two room library with

ments and only $550 from the County, it 
was entirely dependent on voluntary con- 
tributions of funds, books and services of 
the librarian and assistants. About one-half 
of the estimated cost was raised by popular 
subscription before construction began and 
funds continued to roll in as the work 
progressed. When the Library moved into 
its new home on July 2, 1961 some $31,000 
had been collected and thousands of dollars 
of free work had been contributed leaving 
a balance of $7,000 outstanding to be paid 
off in a long term low interest note. The 
rather unusual lighting fixtures resembling 
books flanking the entrance were purchased 
at auction for the building. In addition to 
the lobby and stack area, the library con- 
tains a children’s room, reference room, 
reading room, work room, librarian’s office, 
two lavatories and is air-conditioned with 
central heating.

INTER-DIVISIONAL PROGRAM 
TO TRAIN SCHOOL LIBRARIANS 
FOR LIBRARY AND AUDIO- 
VISUAL SERVICE 


A new inter-divisional program to 
train school librarians for library and 
audio-visual service at the wunder- 
graduate level has been announced 
by Florida State University. Leading 
to a degree in education, the program 
School and the Department of Audio- 
is jointly sponsored by the Library 
Visual Education of the School of 
Education. 

Students in this program will take 
two years work in general education, 
the courses in library science, audio- 
visual education, and professional 
education required for certification as 
a school materials specialist (library- 
AV), and a minor concentration in an 
elected subject field. In some cases it 
may be possible to become certified 
in an additional subject field within 
the four year program, though this is 
not essential. 

This is the fourth inter-divisional 
program to be developed by the 
Library School in cooperation with 
other departments or schools at Flor- 
ida State University. 

The programs in Englsih and 
school librarianship and in instruc- 
tional materials (library-AV) include 
requirements for certification as 
school librarians. 

Because of the critical need for 
school librarians in Florida, librar- 
ians are urged to inform young peo- 
ple potentially interested in these 
programs of library education. Fur- 
ther information is available from 
the Department of Audio-Visual Edu- 
cation, School of Education, or from 
the Library School, Florida State Uni- 
versity.

BROWN, DR. B. FRANK. Florida’s beau- 

tiful Crotons. 143p. published under the 

auspices of the American Codiaeum So- 

ciety. Eau Gallie, Florida, Undersea 

press, 1960. $5.95. 

Having been referred to Kew Gardens, 
London, England back in 1954, when he 
sought information and getting nothing 
there, Dr. Brown began research concern- 
ing Crotons on his own. This research took 
six years, led to a collection of data from 
the four corners of the world, and resulted 
in this book. The book covers the origin 
and history of the Croton, the correct name 
ot which is Codiaeum Variegatum, the 


growing of Crotons from seeds and cuttings, 
the care of the plants, and an interesting 
Malayan legend of the origin of the Croton. 
Many varieties of the Croton are listed in 
the final chapter of this work. 


Dr. Brown, the author, whose research 
has made him a world authority on the 
subject of Crotons, is principal of Mel- 
bourne High School. 

BLASSINGAME, WYATT. The _ golden 
geyser. 335pp. New York, Doubleday, 
1960. $4.50. 

This vivid and realistic novel has its 
setting in the Florida real estate boom of 
the 1920’s. Bob Nolan wanted to own only 
a successful tropical plant farm. At the 
urging of his wife, Shirley, he is drawn into 
the land development and _ speculation. 
Although he is too scrupulous to be a 
complete success in real estate, he does 
become rich beyond his expectations. Even 
this cannot prevent infidelity and personal 
conflicts. Shirley’s father, Sam Anders, is 
the true real estate man in the story, and 
when the bubble bursts, he takes his own 
life. Bob, however, still has the first land 
he bought in Florida and can return to his 
nursery. Out of the crash, he and Shirley 
find a basis for future happiness. 

Throughout the novel,. the author has 
used an unusual device in interspersing the

$1.49. (Gr. 5-7) 

With good colored pictures on every 
page—something that has been rare in 
books on rocks—and well organized infor- 
mation, this brief presentation sketches 
enough geology for background, gives char- 
acteristics and identification or rocks, weav- 
ing throughout the latest scientific conclu- 
sions in this field. A brief introduction for 
beginning buffs and good also for 5th and 
6th graders studying earth sciences. Florida 
author—Tavernier. 

ORMSBY, VIRGINIA H. Long Lonesome 
Train Whistle. Illustrated by the author. 
106pp. Lippincott, 1961. $3.25. (Gr. 
4-6) 

This is the second book about Lee who 
“lived in the country down in Georgia, 
a long time ago.” A sequel to CUNNING 
IS BETTER THAN STRONG, it shows in 
both prose and illustrations the same gift 
for evoking a sense of place. 

All grownups who ever listened to a 
“long lonesome train whistle” in the coun- 
try will hear it again in these pages. Boys 
will sympathize with Lee, “plumb crazy 
about trains,” as he works to earn money 
for a train ride to Atlanta. Although the 
story’s charm is in its atmosphere and 
warm family relationships rather than plot, 
some exciting things happen. Lee meets up 
with’ Crazy Sarah—everyone said she was 
a witch—and he was there to help the Cash 
family of ten children the night their cabin 
burned; and finally when a rock slide blocks 
the track of the Atlanta express, he finds 
a way to warn the engineer. His reward 
is a fitting one. Florida author—Coral 
Gables.

five periodicals, thirty-one of which 
appeared on the survey checklist, are 
included in this library's Florida In- 
dex; forty-four titles at present are 
regularly received and indexed. 

Indexes to Florida materials at 
Rollins College library consist of the 
Union Catalog of Floridiana and the 
Florida Guide. The Union Catalog 
includes books not only in the Rollins 
collection, but also locates books in 
other libraries in Florida and out of 
the state. It employs subject analytics 
for the books cataloged and addi- 
tional analytics for Florida materials 
which come to the librarian’s attention 
as she answers specific questions or 
requests for information. The Florida 
Guide is made up of subject reference 
cards and references to books, period- 
ical and newspaper sources on any 
subject falling under the heading of 
Florida “Landmarks and Attractions.” 
Thus, periodicals are indexed as 
needed for specific subject matter 
rather than specifically for designated 
titles. In addition, indexes to maps, 
photographs and prints, St. Johns 
River steamboats and historical rec- 
ords are each filed separately. 


There are no uniform practices in 
developing and maintaining period- 
ical indexes, although variations are 
not numerous. All libraries use a card 
file to some extent, seven exclusively. 
Two libraries, in addition, bind typed 
sheets with the periodical volumes. 
Two libraries maintain separate card 
files for individual titles; others inter- 
file all entries and most of these in- 
clude entries to other Florida mate- 
rials indexed. 


Among the nine libraries replying 


only two attempt to completely index 
periodical titles. Rather, selection of 


articles to be indexed is dependent 
upon the subject matter. The usual 
policy is to assign these articles gen- 
eral subject headings rather than to 
analyze articles. 


Several aspects of the survey are 
encouraging to the outlook for refer- 
ence service. The union list locates 
all of the ninety-one Florida period- 
icals on the checklist in at least one 
library in the state. Many titles are 
held by libraries throughout the state 
and in some instances holdings of 
libraries within an area complement 
each other. This care of local source 
material is strengthened by the nine- 
teen libraries which make their peri- 
odicals available through interlibrary 
loan of the periodicals or photocopies. 

Libraries are finding it possible to 
index local materials, although us- 
ually subject to limitations. Those 
with the most extensive collections of 
Florida materials are not always the 
libraries concerned with maintaining 
their own indexes. The value of main- 
taining a local index is evidenced in 
one library by an informal record of 
reference questions during April, 
1961 (not a part of this survey) in the 
St. Petersburg Public Library. Here, 
at least thirty-eight questions were 
answered through the Florida Index, 
thus reducing to a few minutes the 
time necessary to provide sources in 
answer to a single query. 

Finally the survey showed librari- 
ans’ interest if a cooperative indexing 
project were to be proposed in which 
various libraries would assume re- 


sponsibility for indexing selected 


periodicals. Favorable reactions were 
received almost unanimously from 
libraries currently involved in in- 
dexing and from over one-half of

The eighth in the author's successes in 
this series for Ist and 2nd grade inde- 
pendent reading features a small Indian 
boy who makes friends with children of a 
wagon train. Mr. Hoff puts humor and 
excitement into this usually bland field. 
Florida author—Miami Beach. 

CHAPMAN, MARISTAN. Doubloons. Illus- 
trated by Carl T. Herrman, 206pp. 
Barnes, 1960. $2.95. 

This is a re-write of GULF COAST 
TREASURE (1941) published by Appleton. 

Three Tennessee boys between 12 and 
14 years old, a wealthy industrialist and 
his son, and the boy’s tutor go on a boat 
trip to search for sunken treasure off the 
coast of Florida. 

Among this cast of characters, none of 
whom come alive, the reader is set adrift. 
The telling has no perspective and the 
style is forced. The unlikely adventure 
includes the party being plotted against 
by modern pirates, separated by a hurri- 
cane, marooned in the Ten Thousand 
Islands, finding pirate treasure and being 
rescued by the Coast Guard. 

During the hurricane (which strikes at 
7 PM after warnings begin at noon!) the 
boys are on a bus going to Palm Beach 
from Miami. The bus is wrecked, “They 
never found out how many were killed or 
hurt in the wrecked bus,” and the boys are 
blown away. Never having been blown 
into the Everglades, I can’t be too critical 
of this episode, but the boys’ day in Miami 
doesn’t ring true at all. A second rate 
adventure not redeemed by doses of pirate 
history and some Florida nature study. 
WILLIAMS, BERYL and EPSTEIN, SAM- 

UEL. Plant Explorer, David Fairchild. 

192pp. Messner, 1961. $2.95. (Gr. 6-10) 

A readable. biography of the great Amer- 
ican botanist whose work in tropical plant 
introduction and horticulture means much 
to Florida. Fairchild Tropical Garden, one 
of the great tropical botanical gardens of 
the world, located just south of Miami is a 
tribute to his work. The book sketches 
Fairchild’s student days and his years of 
research in Europe and the East. There’s a 
convincing presentation of the man’s en- 
tlusiasm for his career, including the tire- 


less collecting of plants all over the world 
and his work in establishing the Office of 
Seed and Plant Introduction in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

Of particular interest in Florida is the 
fact that David and his wife Marion Bell 
eventually established their home in Coco- 
nut Grove, where they grew tropical plants 
brought back from their travels. When 
America’s first plant explorer died in 1954, 
he left a rich heritage to the nation’s agri- 
cultural economy and plants that delight 
gardeners in every state of the union. 
Career minded young people may go on 
to read David Fairchild’s own books, THE 
WORLD WAS MY GARDEN, THE 
WORLD GROWS ROUND MY DOOR and 
others.
